Qeneral ThonuM H. Hubbard, presi- 
dent of the board of directors of tiie 
new corporation. He says than after 
the Philippine agency is established 
other branchea will be instlttitel in the 
Vrioelpal eltlM of the PhHim^inea. The 
vHlnaie fNtrpoae U that the entire 
Orient and South and Central America 
shall be comprehended by lue opera- 
tions of the bank. 

All la the natural outgrowth of the 
eoBunercial and territorial expansion 
oC tha United States, continued Uen. 
Hubbard. Heretofore there has been 
no particular need In the United States 
for a banking institution doing an in- 
temational budneaa, but since the 
SvHBlah war and the tremendous trade 
of rebent years with Sou'th America, 
and the promise of a ronstantly In- 
creasing commerce with China and 
the Orient the necessity for just such 
as liutltntion as this has been de- 
-*«loped. 

Heretofore all the exchang.^ with for- 
eign countries has been handled by 
the banks of Berlin and London. There 
are a number of International banks in 
th«flo eitlaa. It will be tha parpoea of 
the latematlonal baaklag corporation 
to secure as much as possible of the 
exchange business heretolore Iianrtled 
by these foreign banks with which 
this countrjr la concerned. 

So far comparatirely little has been 
done by the new bank, Its charter by 
special enactment of the Connecticut 
legislature having been obtained only 
last June. General Hubbard enld a 
branch would be eatabllshed lu New 
Tork city, although the bank here 
would not be for purpose of deposit, 
•lehange alone being handled. Tnls 
New York bank is to be a sort of 
clearing house for the various branch- 
ea controlled by the main lustltuttcn. 

The reason why the charter was ob- 
tained la Connecticut, according to 
General Hubbard. Is found In the fact 
that the laws of that state are unusu- 
aHy liberal to baaUac Insututlona.

CleTefaad, Jan. 2. — A conrmlttee o: 

Cleveland bankers has taken charge 
of the various properties controlled by 
the Everett-Moore Slectrlc railway 
syndicate. 

A atatenent Issued by the commit 
tee says that on aooooM uf t'ght 
money situation in different quartern 
where they were financing nomc cf 
their enterprises, and although in their 
opinion they ownf d several million 
dotlara worth of property over and 
above llablUtleB, they would oe unable 
without tcmpoiaiy assistance xu ni('(t 
their obligations. Many ot thcsn ol,it 
gations arose from the fact that the 
syndicate was engaged in the con- 
struction of a number of enterpriser 
which were not fully completed, re- 
quiring large amounts of money to pay 
for labor and materials in construc- 
tion. The syndicate was also recently 
disappointed in being unable to com- 
plete the negotiations tor ralalng a 
large sum of money on certain bonds 
and stocks which would have fur- 
nished ready funds, and which n- go- 
tlatlons it had reason to bellev. , 
until 10 days ago, would result favor- 
ably. So far aa the personal affairs 
of the members of the .syndicate are 
concerned their equities are largely in 
excess of liabilities, and u is claimed 
all the personal creditors can be paid 
without doubt from assets, and several 
hundred thousand dollars put into 
completing the properties. 

In <"i;'veland upwards of :<U banks 
are creditors and these banks hold 
the choicest ot the securities and the 
most equities. 

Messrs. Bverett A .uloore stated that 
they were perfectly willing to turn all 
of their matters and properties ever 
to a committee that should be appoint- 
ed to hiMuUe them in connection with 
themselves to preserve the most equi 
ties, with the belief that when their 
properties were developed and credit- 
ors paid there would be a substantial 
amount to return to them.

New York. .Ian. 1!. — General '1 nomas 
Estrada Palma, the newly-elected pres- 
ident of Cuba, hae received many dis- 
patches and telegrams of felicitation 

from various parts of Cuba and this 

country. 

Senor Emilio Bacardi, mayor of San- 
tiago, cabled in the name of the mu- 
nicipal council: "I, with the presi- 
dent, wish you a happy New Year and 
all pleased to greet you as the first 
magistrate of the Cuban republic." 

A dispatch from Dr. D. M. Satalos at 
Havana, a veteran of the 10 years' war 
in Cuba, cent a message of congratu- 
lation. From Nuevltas, province of 
Puerto Principe, Mlquei Koura sent 
the following dispatch: 

"Happy New Year. Triumph In Nue- 
vltas. Hundred congratulations." 

Senor Joaquin Fortun, brother-in- 
law of the late Jose Marti, said in a

message from Mexico City: "I am 
particularly delighted at your'Success 
as I was one of the first to advise your 
candidacy. I am pleased, too, because 
you have been aa immaculate patriot 

all your life." 

rt( nt ral Palma was particularly 
pleased with a cable message from 
Ubara. Santiago province, which Is 
his native state. This dispafi h read: 
"Oriental patriots salute you as the 
first president of Cuba." 

Emtllo Agramonte telegraphed this 
from New Tork: "Hurrah for the 
honorable president of our country in 
whose hands Its prosperity an., .lu^jpt- 
ness will be safe." 

The Cuban presldent-eU ct was as 
reticent as ever regarding the p^'-Cy 
of his administration. He said in an 
interview: "I have not had the least 
ambition to fill any p- ' lie offlre; In 
fact, I all along refused to allow niy 
name to be put fcjrward as a presiMen- 
tlai candidate. I am disappointed that 
there should have been any dissatis- 
faction over the election, l consented 
to the use of my name only at the last 
minute, when it was ttjo late to with- 
draw. But 1 thought that absolute 
harmony prevailed, ami that Ceneral 
Maso had consented to sccept the 
vice presidency. I really would have 
preferred to have been allowed to stay 
out of politics and attend to my pi i- 
vate affairs." 

Senor Palma has been a resident of 
the. United States about 18 years, and 
during the war which reealted in rout- 
ing the Spanlat'tiS from Cuba he was 
at the head of the Cuban junta In New 
York, lie was regarded as'the guid- 
ing spirit In that stnfggle, co-operating 
with General Oomes, the Cuban com- 
mander-in-chief in the Held. General 
Oomes, often called the Washington 
of Cuba, might have been the first 
president of the now republic, but it 
was not his ambition and he came to 
the United States some months ago to 
persuade Senor Palma to stand for 
the presidency. ^

The explosion oc- 
curred at a moment when the salons 
were thronged with guests. A great 
panic followed, but nobody was In- 
jured, though the damage done was 
considerable. All the windows near 
the scene of the explosion were shat- 
tered. Nihilist students are suspect- 
ed of committing the outrage, and If 
students have been arrested.

Nunn Resigned. 
Wa.shinRton. Jan 2. — David A. Nunn. 
whose resignation as collector ot in- 
ternal revenue of the ilfth Tasoeaeee 
district was called for by the president 
a few days ago. handed his resignation 
to the president in person. H|. was 
accompanied to the White House by 
Ucpresentatlve Gibson ot Tenseaaee. 
Mr. Nunin waa appointed collector at 
the beginning of the McKlnley admin- 
istration. Soon after he was Installed 
the removal of Democratic employes 
led to charges of violation of the civil 
service law. These chargea. which re- 
mained dormant aeTenl yeara. a ere 
recently revived and precipitated tiie 
call fbr his resignation. la Is under 
stood that ex K( iiresentative Jclin .Me- 
Call will be appointed to succeed Mr.
